The neantifu! and 
talented Bessie Abbot;, the young 
Atuerican girl who at a .single bound 
passed from a vaudeville entertaiuer 
in the city of New York, where she 
received a salary of S25 or §30 a week 
to the grandest opera house in the 
city of Paris>. where she can now com- 
mand 31.000 a night. Any kind of a 
respectable macician receives a salary 
of WOO or $500 a nicht anj d?es net 
think binisel/ overpaid at that, and 
they are not, if they draw the money. 
Theatrical 
managers are not, very 


charitable persoos. although they con- 
tribute more to general charily than 
any other profession of trade, 
their engagements are .strictiy made 
on the capacity of the star to draw 
the money.

city, lie left an estate aim bis son. 
Samuel Sierbeim. 
was named as 
executor. He proceeded under the 
will to sell real estate and securing an 
order from the court advertised the 
farm in Clark township for sale. 
At- 
torney W. S. Merrell washU legal ad- 
visor,~and some days before tbe time 
for the sale appeared in probate court 
with Sterheim. Tbe latter explain- 
ed tbat be wanted to resign as execu- 
tor and would like to have Merrell 
appointed. This was regular, and be 
was appointed giving tbe required 
bond. 


The land bad been appraised ard 


Merrell under Sterbeim's advertise- 
ment as executor sold it to Sterheim 
for two-tnirdsof tbe appraised value, 
about SS.aoo. 


Immediately after the sale the other 
heirs prepared to contest tbe sale. 
Hon. J. C. Adaais, E. W. James acd 
Levi Williams were retained. Three 
motions were filed. One motion asks 
set aside, 
the sale 
and tbe (bird wants tbe removal of 
Merrell as executor. 


A number of affidavits have also 


been tiled. Oae is by Adam Rice, a 
son-in-law of the deceased Sterheim,in 
which he says he will pay 25,000 for 
the larni. and tbat he knew nothing 
as to tbe time of the sale. He depos- 
ited S100 with the court as an evidence 
of good faith. Another affidavit says 
the party wili paw $500 /or the proper- 
ty. Six affidavits bave been filed. 


In open court Attorney James told 
Merreli tbat if he would deed back 
the property and resign as executor 
ibe case would be dropped. 
Merrell 


said something about the matter be- 
insr beyond him and left the court- 
room. 


The case is exciting a great deal of 
attention, nothing of lite character 
having been beard in probate court 
for some time.
